to Bulgaria, instead of to Giecec, irgardless of the wishes of the 
Thracians, the Greeks and our allies? 


"Broadly, has the nominee taken over the various and un- 


known commitments of the present 
Administration's foreign 


policy in order to establish harmony between the President and 
himself? 


"To these questions the American people arc entitled to an 


answer. They will insist on knowing what they are assuming. 


"It is perfectly apparent that President Wilson's foreign 


policy involves the need oi a gieat army and navy, for the admin- 
istration 
demanded that we build by 1925 a navy equal to 


Britain's. It also demanded the creation of a Regular army twice 
its large as we ever had in peace. 


"What did the President want of these vast armaments, un- 


less to fight with them ? Governor Cox will know now, for he is 
in complete accord with the President. 


"It is earnestly to be hoped that Governor Cox will frankly

treatment, gasoline or copper sulphate 
solution.
